We
threw 'grenades into the trench-
e¢s the same time that they
threw grenades back at us. 1
guess we both had the same
idea. H
“One grenade landed near me,
and I was wounded by thé blast
from it.” ¢

Sergeant . Owens was treated

by a medic and taken to an aid
station. He was operated. upon
at an evacuation hospital and
flown to England,
His sister-inlaw, Mrs. Gene
Owens, lives in Torrance. A bro-
ther, Gomer Owens, lives in Bell-
ingham, Wash. Sergeant Owens
enlisted in December, 1933. He
worked with the engineers on
the Canol pipeline in Canada. In
addition to the Purple Heart he
wears the Combat Infantry
Badge. He has a brother, Gene,
36, in the armored infantry in
Germany. - z
